Nine years after being initially called 
into evangelism, a Clinton couple has 
decided to trade in their comfortable 
lives in Clinton and pursue evangelism 
around the region. 

Teddy and Dana Jackson, of 203 
Meadow Lane in Clinton, have sold 
nearly all of their worldly possessions 
over the past couple of months in four 
yard sales. Two weeks ago, they put 
their house on the market and have 
been living in their 2014 Sabre camper 
for more than a month. Already living 
in the camper, the couple is ready to 
hit the road as soon as their house sells 
with only meager supplies of clothes, 
pots and pans, and books. 

“This has been a three year process,” 
Dana Jackson said last week. “We 
knew what we were going to do, just 
not how we were going to do it. Six or 
seven months ago, God laid it on our 
hearts that we would live in a camper.” 
After doing plenty of research, the 
Jacksons decided on the Sabre that 
now sits beside their driveway. 

“Teddy quit his job at Pilgrim’s 
Pride three years ago so he could spend 
more time helping others,” Jackson 
continued. Teddy Jackson now works 
part time as an independent diesel 
mechanic. Teddy worked as a diesel 
mechanic at Pilgrim’s for 14 years. 

Dana, who worked at Tyson, Inc. 
in Union City, Tenn. for 16 years, 
quit her job in August in preparation 
for the family’s leap of faith. The 


Jacksons, who are lifelong residents of 
Clinton and have lived in their current 
residence for 10 years, say the house 
will sell in God’s time, and they are on 
God’s schedule. 

When the house is sold and they head 
out of town, Jonathan, their 18-year- 
old son, will stay behind to finish his 
senior year at Hickman County High 
School and then attend Murray State 
University. Jonathan will live with 
Dana’s parents when his mom and dad 
leave town. 

The Jacksons will also be leaving 
behind their family of cats. Two of 
their cats will take to the road with the 
Jacksons. Five other cats that call 203 
Meadow Lane home will need new 
homes. 

When the Jacksons do pull up stakes, 
only God knows where they will go. 
Dana said that they have no definite 
plans and will depend on God to give 
them direction. Both Teddy and Dana 
have a particular passion for serving 
the homeless and children in need. 
The Jacksons have volunteered at area 
shelters and soup kitchens and have 
found the work very rewarding. 

“I feel like we’re needed in the 
streets,” she said. 

“I’d love to inspire the churches 
to unite,” Teddy added, “today’s 
evangelism often means trimming 
the hedges at the church building and 
putting up a ‘welcome’ sign.” 

The Jacksons are also unsure about 
what they will do for income once on 
the road, putting all faith in God to 


provide for their needs. For Teddy, this 
is a minor leap compared to leaving 
his secure job three years ago. After 
leaving Pilgrim’s with no customer 
base for his independent diesel service, 
Teddy has had as much business as he 
can handle. 

Both Dana and Teddy are members 
of the First Assembly of God in 


Clinton. Dana said that everyone she 
has shared her plans with has been 
very supportive, with no criticism 
encountered. 

“We’re all called to spread God’s 
word, only in different ways,” she said. 

“Jesus was always on the move,” 
Teddy added, “and that’s how Teddy 
and Dana are going to live.”

SHOCKING STATS - Hickman Coun¬ 
ty Sherrif Mark Green, pictured above, 
spoke to Clinton Rotary Wednesday 
about teen substance abuse in Hick¬ 
man County. Green shocked many Ro- 
tarians when he quoted results from a 
recent survey with statistics regarding 
substance abuse among local students. 
Among other figures, Green pointed out 
that almost half of the seniors surveyed 
admitted to drinking alcohol within the 
past year, and a quarter of those sur¬ 
veyed admitted to smoking cigarettes 
within the past 30 days. 1.9 percent of 
6th grade student reported that they 
had experimented with cocaine in the 
past year, and 1.9 percent of 10th grad¬ 
ers had used ecstasy within the past 
30 days. 15 percent of eighth graders 
admitted to being drunk at least once 
within the past 30 days. Prescription 
drug abuse was also high among Hick¬ 
man County teens, according to the 
survey.

USDA NRCS in Kentucky Announces 
First Application Cut-Off Period for EQIP 


The USDA-Natural Resources 
Conservation Service (NRCS) 
in Kentucky is encouraging 
landowners, farmers and 
producers to visit their local 
NRCS office now to receive 
information and apply for 
conservation technical assistance 
and possible financial funding 
opportunities. 

The application process for 
NRCS’s conservation programs 
is continuous, but funding 
selections for specific programs 
are made throughout the year. 
For the Environmental Quality 
Incentives Program (EQIP) the 
first application cutoff period 
date for consideration for 2015 
funds is November 21, 2014. 
Applications received after 
November 21,2014, will be held 
until the next application cut off 
period, which will be March 20, 
2015. 

EQIP is a conservation 
program that provides financial 
and technical assistance to 
farmers and ranchers who 
face threats to soil, water, air, 


and related natural resources 
on their land. Through EQIP, 
NRCS develops contracts 
with agricultural producers 
to voluntarily implement 
conservation practices. 

Persons engaged in livestock 
or agricultural production and 
owners of non-industrial private 
forestland are eligible for this 
program. Eligible land includes 
cropland, pastureland, private 
non-industrial forestland, and 
other farm or ranch lands. 

EQIP offers several National 
and State Initiatives which 
include the Seasonal High 
Tunnel Initiative, Organic 
Initiative, On-Farm Energy 
Initiative, Wildlife Initiative, and 
Forestry Initiative. Interested 
land users should visit their 
local NRCS Office to find out 
what opportunities are available 
through each of these EQIP 
Initiatives. 

“We’re getting an earlier start 
on EQIP contracts this year to 
give farmers more time to install 
practices,” said Deena Wheby, 


assistant state conservationist for 
programs. 

All recipients of assistance 
are required to develop a 
conservation plan. Conservation 
planning is an integral part 
of the conservation process. 
Landowners should work 
with a conservation planner to 
develop the plan based on the 
landowner’s operational goals 
to improve the productivity, 
sustainability and profitability of 
their operation. 

“Good conservation planning 
helps us identify the practices 


that will best address a 
landuser’s resource concerns,” 
Wheby said. The conservation 
plan will serve as a roadmap to 
a variety of technical assistance 
and financial assistance through 
EQIP as well as other options 
available to the landowner.

A Part 

of Something Great 

E very once in a while something happens to refresh 

our souls and rekindle our purpose for being a part of 
something larger. 

Thirty-one years have passed since I became a member 
of Rotary International. I was invited to join the Huntingdon club 
by former mayor Jesse Pinckley, a man who was responsible for a 
large portion of new members. 

The Huntingdon Rotary Club has ceased to 
exist for whatever reason, but it was that club 
that sponsored the Camden (TN) Rotary Club 
that I am now a member of. 

Back near the beginning of my joining 
Rotary, Mayor Pinckley introduced the club 
to the Polio Plus program, which intended 
to eradicate the disease from the face of the 
planet. 

Rotary Clubs around the globe joined forces 
to raise money for the polio vaccines and now 
it is totally gone from all but three countries: 
Nigeria, Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

Efforts in Nigeria are progressing with

the disease almost disappearing from that West African country. 
According to reports, Nigeria had only five recorded cases of polio 
in 2013, down from 42 the year before. 

It is a different story in the other two countries that share a long 
border and have seen health care personnel blocked during the 
current war on the Taliban. All healthcare workers were banned 
from North Waziristan, a Taliban-controlled area of Pakistan. 
Eradication seemed within reach in Pakistan in 2012, reports say, 
with only 58 cases of polio in 2012, but that number exploded to 
93 in 2013 and well over 100 so far in 2014. 

The story is similar in Afghanistan where healthcare workers 
were considered spies and banned. 

If polio is not eliminated, and continues to multiply in these 
two countries, it will become extremely difficult to wipe polio out, 
especially if refugees keep fleeing to other countries. 

Here in the U.S. there had been outbreaks of polio in the 1940’s 
and 1950’s 

I remember when I was a child back in the 60’s that we lined 
up at the school to take the polio vaccine that was put into a sugar 
cube. One liquid dose was dropped onto a sugar cube and handed 
to each of those in line. Yum. What child would resist a sugar 
cube? 

It seemed like a dream back in 1983 that polio could be totally 
eliminated, but now there is light at the end of the proverbial 
tunnel. 

And it is news like this that give Rotarians like me a sense 
of inner pride, not that I am personally administering the polio 
vaccine, but that I am part of an organization that is an integral 
player in the elimination process.

D ear Dave, 

Can you explain 
the “asset allocation” 
theory when it comes to 
investing?

The asset allocation theory 
is one touted by lots of people 
in the financial community. 

It’s also a theory with which I 
disagree. 

In short, the asset allocation 
theory means that you invest 
aggressively while you’re 
young. Then as you get 


older, you move toward less 
aggressive funds. If you follow 
this theory to the letter, you’re 
left pretty much with money 
markets and bonds by the time 
you’re 65. 

The reason I don’t believe in 
this theo ry is simple. It doesn’t 
work. If

you live 
to age 65 
and are in 
good health, 
there’s 
a high

95. The 
average age 
of death 
for males in this country is 
now 76, but that includes infant 
mortality and teenage deaths. 

So, a healthy 65-year-old man 
in America can look at having 
another quarter century on 
earth. If you move your money 
to bonds and money markets at 
age 65, inflation is going to kick 
your tail. Your money will grow 
slower than it will devalue, and 
you’ll have little purchasing 
power. That’s the problem 
with the asset allocation 
methodology. 

I advise investing in good, 
growth stock mutual funds that 
have strong track records of at 
least five to ten years. Spread 


your money across four types 
of funds: growth, growth and 
income, aggressive growth and 
international. These groups 
provide diversification across 
risk, as well as a little splash 
overseas.

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UK harvests hemp

LEXINGTON, Ky., (Sept. 
23, 2014) - University 

of Kentucky researchers 
harvested the university’s first 
hemp crop in decades today. 

“It was a good growing 
season for many crops, not just 
hemp,” said David Williams, 
UK College of Agriculture, 
Food and Environment 
agronomist and co-project 
lead. “Precipitation was 
excellent this year and more 
than adequate for growth. The 
only downside to the growing 
season was that we planted a 
little bit late, but I don’t think 
that had much effect on the 
crop.” 

UK’s research plot, planted 
May 27, was one of the 
Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture’s pilot studies to 
reintroduce hemp production 
in Kentucky. UK’s study was 
conducted in conjunction 
with Eastern Kentucky 
University and Kentucky 
State University. 


“Congratulations to the 
University of Kentucky and 
all of our partners in the hemp 
pilot projects on the first hemp 
crop in Kentucky in almost 
70 years,” said Agriculture 
Commissioner James Comer, 
who has championed the cause 
of returning hemp production 
to the commonwealth. “This 
crop will yield significant data 
about production techniques, 
which varieties do best in 
Kentucky and which of the 
many uses of hemp are most 
likely to succeed here.” 

Kentucky was a national 
leader in hemp production 
before the crop was outlawed 
in the United States due to 
its similarity to marijuana. 
Many agricultural advances 
have occurred since then, so 
research trials were necessary 
to determine the crop’s 
viability in an ever-changing 
agricultural economy. 

UK researchers used a sickle 
bar mower to harvest the crop

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in the same manner that hay is 
harvested. 

“Our plan was to simply lay 
the crop on the ground where 
the elements will begin to 
break down or ‘ret’ the hemp,” 
said Rich Mundell, co-project 
lead and an agronomist in the 
Kentucky Tobacco Research 
Development Center. 

“Because the hemp was very 
tall (about 10 feet) we felt 
the sickle bar mower would 
do a better job than a more 
commonly used disc mower.” 

UK’s research project 
included 13 different 
varieties managed for either 
fiber production or seed 
production. 

Afterthe harvest,researchers 
will analyze and compare the 
different varieties to find one 
that’s best suited for the state 
and then present the results to 
the Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture.

Lady Falcons boast 
flawless district record

The Hickman County 
High School volleyball team 
continued its season this past 
week by finishing out its 
regular season district matches 
and making an appearance at 
the Quad State tournament Sep. 
26. The Lady Falcons defeated 
Fulton City and Fulton County 
to maintain their undefeated 
district record, but then fell 
to Caldwell County, Ballard 
Memorial, and Owensboro 
Catholic at Quad State. The 
team now holds a 13 - 9 overall 
record. 

The Lady Falcons began their 
week by traveling to Fulton 
City Sep. 22 to deliver another 
crushing district victory against 
last year’s champions. In spite 
of a less-than-certain second set, 
Hickman County dominated the 
match from the onset, though 
the win was not as decisive 
as their victory over the Lady 
Bulldogs earlier in the season. 

Courtney Collier (#17), 
who has played a key role for 
the team with her impeccable 
serving, was benched due to an 
injury at this point. 

In the opening set against 
Fulton, Hickman County pulled 
ahead early in the contest to 
deliver a 25 - 16 win over 
the Lady Bulldogs, but the 
following set was anything but 
decisive. 

The second set saw Fulton 
City come from behind and 
surpass the Lady Falcons by 
six points, but Hickman County 
was able to catch up at the last 
moment to secure a 26 - 24 
set win due to some stunning 
service points and great sets 
from Kinsey Lock (#13) to 
Kaylee Webb (#25). 

The final set played out much 
like the first, with the Lady 
Falcons taking a 25 - 17 set win 
for a match victory. 

The following day, Hickman 
County traveled to Fulton 
County to take on their final 
district opponent. 

The Lady Falcons limited 
the Lady Pilots to eight, nine, 
and 15 points in the three 
sets respectively, with Fulton 
County’s 15-point set coming 
after Head Coach Keith 
Lacewell subbed some junior 


varsity players into the match. 

With a 6 - 0 district record 
in hand, Hickman County 
traveled to McCracken County 
to compete in the Quad 
State tournament against 
some of the more formidable 
opponents in the area. The 
Lady Falcons went toe-to-toe 
with Caldwell County, Ballard, 
and Owensboro Catholic, all of 
which are ranked in the top of 
their respective regions. 

The tournament began with 
a match against Ballard— 
currently ranked fourth in the 
region—to whom the Lady 
Falcons lost at the All “A” 
tournament earlier in the season. 

The second meeting of 
these two teams was not much 
different than the first. Hickman 
County lost the two sets by 
scores of 14 - 25 and 15-25. 

Against the Owensboro 
school, the Lady Falcons were 
dealt a swift first set defeat 
by a score of 3 - 25, and in 
the following set Hickman 
County mustered a far better 
performance, but the effort was 


not enough to secure a set win 
against the top Region 3 team. 

The next opponent at the 
tournament was Caldwell 
County—currently ranked 

second in Region 2—against 
whom the Lady Falcons showed 
the potential for an upset victory 
early in the match. 

The first set of the match 
was neck and neck, with the 
two teams trading the lead until 
Hickman County slipped in the 
final breaths of the set to lose it 
22-25. 

The following set ended in 
a clear victory for the Lady 
Falcons with a score of 25 - 11. 

Tied at one set each, the third 
and final (15-point) set would 
determine the victor. Caldwell 
County secured an early lead in 
the short set that had the Lady 
Falcons playing catch-up for the 
remainder of the game. 

The final set ended in a 9 - 
15 loss for Hickman County, 
thus ending their appearance at 
the tournament. 

The HCHS volleyball team 
will continue its season with 
a home match against Ballard 
Memorial Sep. 30.

Frankfort, Ky. (Sept. 
29, 2014) - The Kentucky 
Division of Forestry (KDF) is 
using noses and paws to catch 
arsonists as the fall wildfire 
season, which runs from 
Oct. 1 through Dec. 15, gets 
underway. 

Bloodhounds trained to 
investigate arson cases will be 
available for forest fire cases 
for the first time. Through 
a partnership with the Bell 
County Forestry Camp, 
multiple bloodhounds and 
handlers are now available 
to assist KDF with arson 
investigation. 

The Division of Forestry will 
also partner with the Kentucky 
State Police (KSP) using KSP 
arson investigators to assist in 
investigation, interviewing and 
arrests of arsonists. 

Forestry officials agree that 
vigorous investigation is the 
key to catching arsonists, but 
community effort is needed 
if arson is to be eliminated. 
“Everybody loses when 
wildland arsonists strike: 
families can lose their 


homes, firefighters are put at 
unnecessary risk, taxpayers 
foot the bill for suppressing 
the fires and jobs are often 
eliminated when the forest 
resource is reduced,” said Leah 
W. MacSwords, director of 
the Division of Forestry. “To 
bring arson to an end, we need 
the entire community to get 
involved.” 

Kentucky has an arson 
hotline so citizens can call to 
report forest arson. Suspected 
arsonists should be reported by 
calling the Target Arson Hotline 
at 1-800-27-ARSON. Notifiers 
may remain anonymous and 
may be eligible for a cash 
reward of up to $1,000 if the 
information provided leads to 
the arrest and indictment of an 
arsonist.
